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EARL HORTER is the typical child and 
offspring of New York. One would ven- 
ture such a statement even though one knew 
that he was actually bom at Philadelphia 
some thirty-four years ago. His whole life 
seems characteristic of the metropolis. In 
himself, as in his art, there are many com- 
plexities, many diverse voices striving for 
utterance. His method of working on many 
plates at the same time is but a sign of the 
cross-currents of traffic within his personality. 
His rhythms and motives are ever sharp and 
intricate and structural— the pulse of New 
York beats in his blood. He is equally at 
home all over the city, on Broadway or the 
water front, in Greenwich Village or the East 
Side, in Harlem or Brooklyn. He is enthusi- 
astic about the new while appreciating the 
old : he pictures the gaunt skeletons of gas 
tanks and coal pockets at the same moment 
that he responds to the old-world picturesque- 
ness of the East Side. He lives intensely in 
all directions ; he drinks in everything that is 
picturesque and exciting in the great city. 
He delights in the intricacies of modern 
engineering and industry, he finds time to 



enjoy poetry, he loves fine books both in cover 
and content, he is a follower of the sports, he 
knows the spell of the electric light and the 
restaurant and the theatre, he is a passionate 
art collector, he does not disdain to acknowl- 
edge the romance of vast business enterprise — 
with a certain Americanness of spirit he takes 
eager possession of all that comes upon his 
path. In his art he has been largely self- 
taught. Beyond a few lessons in the etching 
craft from Senseney, Horter has had no 
teachers save his own early and consistent 
passion for the graphic arts.
